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FOREWORD 


— after the appearance of the In- 
dex to the first forty years of The 
Quarterly Journal of Speech, inquiries 
began to arrive concerning the pos- 
sibility of a corresponding Index to the 
Speech Monographs. With the pub- 
lication of more and more significant 
material in our research publication, it 
became increasingly difficult to locate 
any given item. Fortunately, during the 
years in which the data for the Index to 
the Journal were being compiled, a 
similar file was being kept of the items 
appearing year after year in the Mono- 
graphs. The accompanying Index is in- 
tended to meet for the readers of the 
latter periodical the same need that 
prompted the publication of the Index 
to the former. 

The general plan of the Monographs 
Index is identical with that for the 
Journal. Entries are provided for the 
author as well as for the first and every 
other significant word in the title. Re- 
peated features, such as the Knower 
Index to Graduate Theses and the Dow 
Abstracts, are collected into single en- 
tries, with specific indications of each 
appearance, and the whole arranged in 
unbroken alphabetic order. 

Attention needs to be called to certain 
aspects of pagination that may cause 


some confusion if not understood. In 
Volume 13, for instance, each of the two 
issues begins with page 1; hence the 
number of the issue following that of the 
volume. Three volumes have special is- 
sues, each with its own independent pag- 
ing, which do not all appear at the same 
place in the volume. In Volume 16, for 
example, the special issue is No. 3—the 
volume containing only the three num- 
bers. Numbers 1 and 2 run consecutively 
from pages 1 to 380, and Number g runs 
from 1 to 124. Similarly, in Volume 23 
the special issue is Number 5. Numbers 
1 through 4 run consecutively from 
pages 1 to 304, and Number 5 from 
page 1 to 106. 

In Volume 22, however, the special is- 
sue is interpolated between Numbers 3 
and 5, and is numbered 4. The pagina- 
tion, therefore runs as follows: No. 1, 
pp. 1-78; No. 2, pp. 79-156; No. 3, pp. 
157-233; No. 4, pp. 1-159; No. 5 (follow- 
ing No. 3), pp. 235-308. 

Otherwise, the paging runs con- 
secutively from the first page through 
the entire volume. 


Although every effort has been made 
to avoid errors in factual data, it will 
be surprising indeed if none are found. 
You will in all likelihood find the cor- 
rect entry, when such a mistake is dis- 
covered, in one of the cross-references.
